As Seen From Capitol Hill: Rolling out the 
red carpet of American hospitality for Premier 
Sukarno of Indonesia is simply giving anti-Ameri- 
can and appeasement forces a propaganda vantage 
point — such is the rather bitter reaction among 
many Members of Congress to the ceremonies 
welcoming the pro-Red Sukarno, who began his 
visit by demanding the UN recognition of Red 
China. Some members of the legislative body 
perceive in the visit just one more part of the 
pattern of indoctrination designed to brain-wash the 
American public in preparation for the reported 
“big sellout,” to Red China, planned for Novem- 
ber, right after the election. (See last week’s

to Come.”) Sukarno will be followed — it is 


expected — by Moscow’s satellite Nehru of India; 
then next in line will be the Communist dictator 
of Yugoslavia, Marshal Tito; and finally, if by 
that time American resistance is sufficiently weak- 
ened — Khrushchev and Bulganin themselves, who 
have been seeking an invitation to visit America. 


@ The motive behind Mescow’s claim that it 
will cut its armed forces by 1.2 million men is 
“pressure from below” — according to many on 
Capitol Hill. Those taking this view agree with 
Eugene Lyons, author of the HUMAN EVENTS’ 
atticle of last week on the shift in Soviet tactics, 
who believes that changes in Moscow’s tune are 
dictated not by any change of heart among the 
Soviet rulers but by remorseless pressure from the 
discontented people of the Soviet Union. This 
week, Mr. Lyons, commenting on the alleged Soviet 
ams cut, suggests that it is just another evidence 
of the Kremlin’s attempt to “mollify” the restive 
spirit of the Soviet population. He notes, in this 
category also, the Soviet profession that it will 
abolish slave labor camps; they won’t do it, of 
course, but the announcement would be a verbal 
concession to popular opposition to such _bar- 
barous institutions.

@ The Democrats have made some progress 
with their drive to make the state of Ike’s health 
a campaign issue, at least insofar as the right- 
wing of the GOP is concerned. These Republicans, 
it is true, find no factual confirmation of the Demo- 
cratic story about Ike —that he will withdraw 
before the convention because of his heart condi- 
tion. The story can’t be proved, but neither can it 
be disproved. So the cancer of suspicion grows in 
the minds of conservative Republicans — suspicion 
that the long-drawn out business of Ike making up 
his mind about whether to run or not was actually 
calculated by his Dewey advisers as a “holding” 
operation, to prevent the rise of a really conserva- 
tive candidate for the nomination. Thus, the Demo- 
crats have succeeded in promoting and feeding 
suspicion in Republican ranks. 


@ There’s more than meets the eye in the 
victory of Senator Lyndon Johnson and Speaker 
Sam Rayburn in the Texas primary — say mem- 
bers who have good sources of information in the 
situation and relay to us the following version: 
Shivers was beaten, in part, because conservatives 
and states-righters (who he had expected to support 
him) turned their back on him on election day. 
They did not like several recent speeches he had 
made lauding President Eisenhower. In 1952, such 
speeches did him no harm. But in 1956, the situa- 
tion had changed; the desegregation decree had 
taken place and Ike vetoed the oil and gas bill 
(cherished by Texans). These were two develop- 
ments, at least, which alienated states’ rights and 
conservative elements. The power and spirit of 
these elements — so observers tell us — has by no 
means dissipated with the defeat of Shivers; they 
will assert themselves, it is predicted, before or 
during the Democratic national convention in 
August.

Nixon, has been really developed during the Demo- 
cratic probe of this figure. Hence the attempted 
Democratic smear of Nixon has largely misfired. 
However, some people on Capitol Hill, watching 
this political show, wonder if only the Democrats 
are interested in this endeavor. They speculate 
that much of the talk against Chotiner was fed 
out by the “Dewey network,” that is, the large 
number of officials in the Republican regime who 
owe their appointments to the great influence of 
the ex-Governor of New York. While officially the 
attitude is that Nixon’s hold on the second place is 
assured, there are many dissenters to this claim 
on Capitol Hill. They believe that the clandestine 
psychological warfare against Nixon is going on, 
inspired by followers of Dewey, and will go on 
until the decision is made at the GOP convention 
in August. 


Democratic Evolution (Cont’d.): The line 
now is drawn for the battle at the Democratic 
national convention. Northern “liberals,” as 
exemplified by the far-left Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action, are out to take over the Democratic 
party nationally — lock, stock and barrel — and 
to make southern conservatives either knuckle 
under to their brand of thinking or get out. 


As the first step, they plan to force through the 
national convention in August, a drastic, no-com- 
promise civil rights’ plank which will be totally 
unacceptable to any true southerner. Neither a 
compromise platform nor a compromise candidate 
(including, specifically, Texas’ Senator Lyndon 
Johnson) will be accepted by these ultra-liberals. 


That is the program laid down by ADA in its 
annual convention here in Washington last week- 
end, as predicted in HUMAN EVENTS for May 
5 on the basis of previous pronunciamentos by 
Walter Reuther, president of the United Automo- 
bile Workers, vice-president of the AFL-CIO, a 
founder and now vice-chairman of ADA and one 
of the most politically active of all union bosses. 


ADA agreed that it will go along with either 
of the three front runners for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination but that it will accept no one 
any less liberal than the Stevenson-Kefauver-Har- 
riman trio. Speeches made it clear that nomina-

From the viewpoint of sincere Democrats wh 
hope to see their party remain intact, the unfortp. 
nate fact is that even though it claims a membership 
of only 45,000, ADA’s leaders exercise sufficien 
influence within the party nationally so that they 
probably will be able to ram their program through 
the convention. 


Its leaders include such notoriously Leftig 
figures as Reuther, Michigan’s Governor G. Men. 
nen Williams, Minnesota’s Senator Hubert Hun. 
phrey, Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt and many others of 
similar ilk. Functioning for the first time in 1948 
they forced a drastic civil rights’ plank through 
the Democratic convention and booed lustily when 
southern delegates left the hall. 


They agreed to a compromise in 1952 which 
allowed southerners to stay through the convention 
but have determined on the no-compromise pro 
gram this year in an obvious move to cement their 
dictatorial control of the party, even though it may 
assure defeat for the Democratic presidential 
ticket in November.

By design or by accident, Byrnes’ broadside 
coincides with inauguration of a concerted drive 


at the Capitol for enactment of a so-called “state! 
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rights” bill, which would reverse the relatively new 
Supreme Court practice known as the “pre-emp- 
tion rule.” It was brought forcibly to public atten- 
tion in the decision outlawing state sedition laws. 


Virginia’s Senator Harry F. Byrd, in a Senate 
speech last week, defined the theory as holding 
that “when Congress enacts legislation on a subject, 
the Court may presume that Congress intends to 
take exclusive jurisdiction in the field, and state 
laws on the subject are nullified.” One of the 12 
Senate sponsors of the states’ rights bill, he said it 


“would tell the Federal Supreme Court that when - 


Congress intends a Federal law to invalidate all 
state laws in the same field it will say so, and 
otherwise the Court is not to presume such 
intention.” | 


As reported previously by HUMAN EVENTS, 
the bill originally was introduced in 1954 by 
Representative Howard W. Smith of Virginia. 
Since the sedition decision, however, other measures 
have been introduced which would apply only to 
validating state sedition laws. One such bill was 
approved last week by the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee. 


Next week, the Senate Judiciary Committee will 
be faced with deciding on this sedition measure 
or the more generalized states’ rights bill, on which 
brief hearings are being held by a Judiciary sub- 
committee headed by Senator John McClellan of 
Arkansas, another of its co-sponsors. Guesses are 
that the full Committee will attempt to combine 
the two measures. 


Education Front: President Eisenhower (mean- 
ing the Palace Guard) wants to know whether the 
U.S. Treasury can come to the aid of “higher 
education.” To help him decide on that point, and 
on recommendations he might make to Congress, 
he has ordered the setting up of a “briefing” panel. 
Whether or not the panel has as yet been set up, 
or where and how it will conduct its operations, 
we do not know. We do know, however, the name 
of the man who has been chosen to select the mem- 
hers of the group and, presumably, to run it. This 
is important, for it is certain that the views of 
this man, his general philosophy, will guide him 
in the selection of his co-workers, and will have a 
héaring ‘on -the recommendations the panel will 





present to the President.

In 1950, Mr. Corson addressed the National 
Conference on Social Work at Atlantic City, a con- 
ference called “The Social Welfare Forum’’; his 
paper, entitled “A Point of View Regarding Gov- 
ernment’s Role” is reprinted in the hard-to-get 
official proceedings. The tenor of this paper — 
and an inkling into Mr. Corson’s pattern of thought 
— is provided in the following paragraph: 


“As things stand today, government alone 
can provide the security that families, 
churches and charitable agencies did in 
the past. The pension programs provided 
by employers and labor will constitute 
nothing more than the frosting en the cake. 
Government must provide basic security, 
and this means a frank guarantee of a 
minimum of well-being for every indivi- 
dual, not alone for a fifth of the people at 
the bottom of the scale.” 


It is a reasonable inference that the panei will 
consist of people who have the same welfare-state 
philosophy which obviously Mr. Corson has, and 
one can pretty well guess at the character of the 
recommendations the President will get from it. 


Nothing has appeared in the public press about 
the panel or Mr. Corson’s appointment, and only 
a few curious Congressmen know anything about 
the matter. The appointment is not subject to Con- 
gressional approval, since he — and the expenses 
of the. panel — will be paid out of the emergency 
funds of the President.

THE NEW WAR AGAINST DESPOTISM 
By DEAN CLARENCE E. MANION 


ESPOTISM never advertises itself as such. 
D Invariably it is a wolf in sheep’s clothing. 
By its own definition, it will be “democratic,” 
“progressive,” “liberal,” “humanitarian” and 
“fraternal.” Those who oppose it will be called 
reactionaries, Fascists and other currently bad 
names. It is not by its name, therefore, that you 
shall know Absolutism, but by what it proposes 
todo. Whenever relaxation of existing limita- 
tions upon the power of government is sug- 


gested, you are upon notice that your liberty is , 


threatened. Unless you counterattack swiftly 
and sharply you are likely to be denatured. 


Proper vigilance against Despotism is particu- 
larly difficult when the proponents of the all- 
powerful State deliberately appropriate the 
language of liberalism. Traditionally, a liberal 
was a person who believed in the rights of man 
against government. Recently, however, the 
professed liberal is one who wishes in one way 
ot another to liberate government from its 
natural and Constitutional limitations. This 
process of governmental liberation takes differ- 
ent forms at different times. In recent years, the 
process has taken the form of taxing and spend- 
ing by the Federal Government. The successful 
we of this form of governmental liberation con- 
stitutes the most serious threat ever made against 
the maintenance of Constitutional limitations in 
the United States. 


Unless Constitutional limitations upon the 
spending powers of Congress are effectively and 
speedily established, all other Constitutional 
limitations will soon be swept aside in our 











constantly accelerated drive toward centralized 
socialism. Money is power; and when the mate- 
rialistic concept controls, unlimited money is 
unlimited power. 


Today, big and complicated Government has 
a hand in everybody’s business and another in 
every person’s pocket. These hands are moved 
by relatively obscure people tucked away here 
and there throughout the fathomless mazes of 
Government’s bulging bureaucracy. The brood- 
ing Government omnipresence is an open invita- 
tion to those who wish to use one or more of 
Government’s complicated processes for unfair 
advantage over their neighbors. Strings are 
pulled, leaks of information are accomplished, 
investigations are launched, all to the irreparable 
damage of many people — but all according 
to law. 


It is useless to claim personal rights or “‘states’ 
rights” against a Federal Government that is 
able to subsidize with unlimited money any form 
of local activity that it favors while it withholds 
such rewards from similar activities that fail to 
meet the required Federal specifications. In the 
unchallenged exercise of its limitless power to 
spend and lend, Congress can buy its way into 
complete centralized control of such matters as 
health, education, insurance, agriculture, bank- 
ing and manufacturing. It may subsidize news- 
papers and magazines with an obvious effect 
upon freedom of the press. By any extension of 
the established practice of ‘‘grants-in-aid” to the 
States, it can and does reduce the time-honored 
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exercise of State Sovereignty to the role of local 
agent for the big Federal boss. 


Such procedures are good politics with candi- 
dates who are more interested in attaining office 
than they are in preserving the essentials of 
Americanism. To such candidates every election 
is an auction where Federal appropriations are 
promised to the group with the greatest number 
of votes. “Ability to pay” is no longer a practical 
restraint upon Congressional spending. Our 
recent prolonged experience with wholesale 
deficit financing has shown an effective way for 
the Federal Government to spend what it does 
not have and that which it mever seriously 
expects to have. The purpose of Federal taxes 
now is only incidentally to raise necessary reve- 
nue. The principal purpose behind most forms 
of the many Federal excises is to rearrange and 
control accumulations of private wealth and to 
level the peaks and valleys of the social and 
economic terrain. This is not American freedom. 


It is Socialistic regimentation by a Gov- 
ernment that has shaken loose from its 
Constitutional limitations. 


H™” has American Government thus man- 

aged to escape the powerful and strict 
Constitutional limitations placed upon it by the 
Founding Fathers? The answer is found in the 
changed attitude of the American people. In 
recent years we have been educated to believe 
that the general welfare requires a strong cen- 
tralized Government with practically unlimited 
powers. Of course, this attitude violates the 
logic of our own glorious history and ignores the 
tragic failures of centralized Government else- 
where in the world. Nevertheless, the present 
“scholarly” development of American Constitu- 
tional Law has reached this conclusion: 


Law is what Government does. If you 
don’t like what the Government does, 
you write and talk against it and vote 
against it at the next election. Your 


speech, writing and vote must be fre 





from governmental interference, by | 


beyond that you are free to do only 
what Government allows you to do, 


The whole field of American liberty has thy; 
been reduced to free speech and a free vote. Tp 
reach this absurd conclusion, the “‘scholars”’ haye 
found it necessary to ridicule what they term the 
“pious absolutes” of the Declaration of Inde. 
pendence while they pay a cheap lip service tp 
the American Constitutional system. The fac 
that they have managed to give this conclusion 
an academic respectability demonstrates the dan. 
gerous power of Absolutism when it wears a 
clever false face. 


It is not that Americanism no longer has 
defenders — the mails, the magazines, the radio 
and television waves are all heavily freighted 
with arguments for the American Way. How. 
ever, the arguments always boil down to 4 
defense of the American system in terms of 
Private Enterprise. The approach is that of an 
exhaustive statistical balance sheet of material 
assets and liabilities. They tell us that the 
American system must be preserved because: 


“We have more bathtubs here per 
square inch than Russia has per square 
mile; that we have practically all the 
private telephones and automobiles in 
the world together with the highest 
material standard of living ever at 
tained by any people at any time in 
history.” 

Now all this is well and good, true enough 
and very important. But, the American system 
will never be saved through the pulling power 
of such evidence. If — God save the mark— 
we should ever lose these purely material ad- 
vantages, then, by the clear implication of 
all of these arguments, the American system 
should be scrapped. 


For the sake of argument we could stipulate 
away the bathtubs, the telephones, the aut? 
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piobiles, and the standard of living to the Rus- 
sians or the Chinese and still prove that despite 
these material losses, the American Constitu- 
tional system will continue to be the most sub- 
lime pattern for human society that has ever 
been or can be devised. We did not have any 
of these material advantages in America in 
1776; nevertheless the founders of our country 
readily risked their lives, fortunes and sacred 
honor for the legal establishment of what they 
knew was a sound principle of Eternal truth. 


T HE material things, the bathtubs, automo- 
biles—the standard of living—these things 
are the comsequences of the American system. 
They are conclusive evidence to show the work- 
ability and serviceability of the basic American 
principle which is the source and the cause of our 
comparative comfort and prosperity. That basic 
causative American principle is the important 
consideration in the great debate, and the prin- 
ciple is this — 
AN UNCOMPROMISING AND UNCOM- 
PROMISED DEMAND FOR THE FREEDOM 
AND INDEPENDENCE OF THE INDIVIDUAL 
MAN. IF THE MAN IS FREE AND INDE- 
PENDENT THE MATERIAL THINGS WILL 
ACCRUE TO HIM AND FLOW INTO HIS 
SOCIETY AS A MATTER OF COURSE. 


That was the thesis of the Founding Fathers. 
It is the genius of our Constitutional system. 
That system is not the best merely because the 
gteat majority of our people love the institution 
of private property and fear and hate Commu- 
nism. If the Communistic threat is to be liqui- 
dated, Communism must be defeated on prin- 
ciple. It will never be defeated by making 
those very social, economic and political con- 
cessions to socialism which Karl Marx advocated 
as necessary prerequisites to the ultimate estab- 
lishment of Communism itself.

They 
knew that every Government is by its nature 
an incipient tyranny and that no number of Con- | 
stitutional chains can effectively restrain it where 
the people are not continuously alert to the all 
important necessity for its continued restraint. 


The all-powerful State has definite designs 
upon the one place on earth where the formula 
for effective resistance to it was conceived, estab- 
lished and justified in practice. That one place 
is America. We have examined this American 
formula in specification and detail. At this point 
we need only to recall that the substance of 
the formula is 


continuous, strict and closely guarded 
limitations upon the power of Govern- 
ment.

in the essentiality and desirability of main- 
taining and strengthening limitations upon Gov- 
ernment in the interest of preserving necessary 
human freedom.

It was done deliberately to 
slow down governmental action in the interest 
of the freedom and security of the individual 
citizen. All human Governments are constantly 
and naturally striving for an increase of their 
powers. American Government has been no 
exception. Constitutional limitations are con- 
sequently subject to an ever-increasing strain 


upon their effectiveness.
